KOSHER MEAT FAMINE 
CONTINUES; CHICKEN LOW 


Despite assurance from Wash- 
ington that some method of sup- 
plying kosher meat to Indianap- 
olis would be devised, kosher 


butchers here were skeptical this 
week that the famine would be 
relieved here for some time. Un- 
der the present ruling, there will 
be no kosher meat available un- 
til- August 1. 


The situation was aggravated 
this week-end as the supply of 
chickens dwindled, with the 
butchers being. unable to buy any 
chickens Wednesday, although 
previous purchases made it pos- 
sible to fill all orders this week. 
Delicatessen meats were ample 
at most. of the butchers, but 
Dobrowitz, who make their own 
delicatessen, have only enough 
on hand for just a day or two 
more. 

Rabbi Israel Chodos, who has 
been leading the fight to secure a

from G. F. Laswell, of the Meat 
Division of the O.P.A. in Wash- 
ington saying that the situation 
would be remedied and offering 
two alternatives.

Rumanian Offer to Ship 70,000 Jews to Palestine Stirs Zionists

WASHINGTON—Dr. Chaim Weizmann, president 
of the Jewish Agency for Palestine, this week acted 
to secure the acceptance by the Allied Nations of an 
alleged proposal made by the Rumanian Government, 
expressing. willingness to permit the transfer of 
70,000 Rumanian Jews from the concentration camps 
in Transnistria to Palestine or any other place of 
refuge selected by the Allies. 

The offer is reported to have reached the United 
Nations through neutral channels. It provides that 
a sum of approximately $200 must be paid to the 
Rumanian treasury for each of the 70,000 Jews per- 
mitted to leave.the country. This sum is to cover 
the “travelling expenses” of the refugee. The released 
Jews would, under the Rumanian proposal, be trans- 
ported on Rumanian ships displaying the insignia of 
ther Vatican’ to indicate that the vessels were on a 
non-belligerent mission. The transfer would be ef- 
fected under the supervision of the Papal Nuncio and 
the Bishop of Bucharest. 

U. S. Officials Skeptical 
The report of this proposal, though not confirmed 


in official circles in Washington, has provoked a flurry 
of activity among Zionist leaders now in the capital. 
Zionist spokesmen here pointed out that the plan, if 
accepted, would not only save the lives of 70,000 
Jews, but would: help to relieve.the manpower short- 
age in Palestine. They brushed aside the suggestion 
that the Nazis could plant spies among the 70,000 
emigres and pointed to the fact that among the 45,000 
Jews who have entered Palestine since the beginning 
of the war, not one spy has been found, since the Jew- 
ish Agency assumed full responsibility for safeguard- 
ing against spies getting into the country in the guise 
of refugees. 

Officials in Washington viewed the report of the 
Rumanian proposal with skepticism. They pointed 
out that similar reports have not been confirmed in 
the past. They also emphasized that the proposed 
use of Rumanian ships would require the approval of 
the Nazi military command and that the Nazis»badly 
need all the shipping they have in the Black Séa: 
They added that Nazi propaganda to the Arabs fre- 
quently. reported that large numbers of Jews are 
about to enter Palestine: 


Zionist leaders here, on the other hand, predicted 
that no difficulties would arise from Arab opposition 
now that it no longer can: be financed by the Axis. |

could be bought on the Indianap- 
olis market, but there was no 
place to have it slaughtered, even 
if the government did relax the 
ruling which caused the entire 
mix-up. The ruling prevents a 
butcher who goes from one 
slaughter house to another from 
taking his quota with him. This 
ruling caused the closing of the 
Hoosier Abbatoir, which had been 
doing all the kosher slaughtering 
in the city. Originally several 
other meat packers were handling 


. some of the kosher business, but 


they closed down last year, and 
the kosher butchers went to the 
Hoosier Abbatoir under the be- 


lief that their quota went along 


with them. The Hoosier Abbatoir 
had received the same construc- 
tion on the OPA ruling and were 
operating under that understand- 
ing. 

The OPA elamped down on the 
slaughter house on Feb. 3, declar- 
ing it had overslaughtered, and 


‘pointed out that a butcher could 


not take his quota with him be- 
cause it makes practically impos- 
sible any government supervision 
of rationing. 

As far as getting meat from 
Chicago, practically every local 
butcher has already contacted 
every kosher slaughter house in 
Chicago, all of whom protested 
that they were unable to supply 
even their regular customers and 
would not sell to any new cus- 
tomers, 

Meanwhile Jewish housewives 
were taking the situation in good 
grace. For the past two weeks, 
chicken has supplanted meat on 
most menus, but with chickens 
being added to the hard-to-get 
list, : milk dishes and fish will 
probably bear the burden until 
some relaxation in the present 
ruling is made. 

Rabbi Chodos may be sent to 
Washington if some relief does 
not come soon, it is said.

er.of The Jewish Ledger and 

American Hebrew, will visit

»England and other countries. 

“As the only American news-

And this despite the fact 
that many of these publications 
had to print editorials warning 
their feaders against Mr. Biben’s

Revisions Committee Should Follow Lodges Wishes 


F THE Constitution Revision Committee of the 
Indiana-Kentucky State Association of 
B’nai B’rith, at its meeting this Sunday in Gary, 
follows the advice of Jack N. Gole, president 
of the association to scrap the improvements in 
management and operation of the organization 
recently approved, it will not only run directly 
counter to the wishes of the organization as 
expressed both in its convention and by the 
State Board of Directors, but it will axe the 
movement which for the past few years has 
been trying to make the Association more im- 
portant in Indiana. 

That Mr. Gole’s wishes may not be followed, 
and that Mr. Gole is no doubt sincere in his 
recommendations are two things that go with- 
out saying, but it must not be forgotten that 
the moves that Mr. Gole would nullify were 


made when the younger men were present to 
say their piece, and not as at present, away 
fighting the war for democracy. 

There was a pronounced feeling throughout 
the lodges of the Association in connection with 
each one of the points which Mr. Gole would 
slough off. These lodges through their directors, 
and at South Bend, expressed their wishes on 
these specific points. For the Constitution Re- 
vision Committee to run counter to these dem- 
ocratically expressed wishes would be the height 
of political chicanery. On points on which the 
vote of the lodges has not been recorded, the 
Revision Committee would be exercising pro- 
per prerogative if it attempted to gage the 
wishes of the members of the organization, but 
how the convention could overlook the specific 
demands of the lodges, is hard to conceive. 


Needed, A Strong Revisionist Movement 


EEDED: A strong Revisionist Organization. 

Such a statement is not as absurd as at first 
it may seem. For right now, at the present, 
never has there been felt as keenly the absence 
of a strong Right wing group in the Zionist 
movement. 

Traceable to this lack of a militant band

Call for Fences and Railing in Jewish Ceme- 
teries Here Reminds Temple Beth-El (Detroit) 
Bulletin of Sacrifices in Middle Ages—The re- 
cent appeal of the Synagogue Council of Amer- 
ica to plot-holders in Jewish cemeteries to do- 
nate fences and railings for use as scrap metal 


to help relieve the critical shortage, recalls sim- 
ilar Jewish sacrifices made in the past. In the 
Middle Ages, when kidnappers held Jews as 
valuable hostages, Jewish communities went so 
far as to sell the silver ornaments of the Torah 
to ransom their brothers. Indeed, the Talmud 
declares that even money collected for a syna- 
gogue building may be diverted to this purpose. 
In later days, when, after the French Revolu- 
tion, that country was threatened by a European 
coalition that aimed to bring about the restora- 
tion of autocracy, French synagogues contribu- 
ted their candelabra to the war effort and be- 
cause of the necessity of redeeming the captives. 


Today, with the cause of freedom at stake, 
congregations will without a doubt respond 
promptly and willingly to the appeal.

Newcomers Eager to Fight for America Says 
Detroit Temple Bulletin — Large numbers of 
refugees, including volunteers as well as draft- 
ees, have joined the American fighting forces, 
according to the National Refugee Service. 
Hakoah News of Cleveland tells that ten per 
cent of the 250 refugee members of its organ- 
ization joined the Army before the United 
States entered the war. Preliminary reports 
also show that 14 of the newcomers from 
Houston are in the service, 24 from Cincinnati, 
12 from Dallas, 21 from Seattle, six from Lan- 
caster, Pa. Under new procedures, aliens in 
the service may petition for citizenship after 
three months waiving many of the usual nat- 
uralization requirements. Even among those 
not eligible for combat, the first question of to- 
day’s refugees is “How can we help America 
win?” The N.R.S. has been busy directing its 
clients to Red Cross work, sale of war stamps, 
collection of waste materials, air-raid service, 
and the like.

REMEMBER US 
By Rabbi Aaron M. Rine 
South Bend, Indiana 


HE FEBRUARY issue of the 
Reader’s Digest contains an 
article by Ben Hecht entitled 
“Remember Us,” which has 
evoked great interest on the 
part of many of our fellow 
Jews. In this article Mr. Hecht 
brings to light many of the 
inconceivable atrocities and 
horrors to which our people 
across the sea have been sub. 
jected by the Nazis. Many 
Jews who do not have access 
to the Jewish or Anglo-Jewish 
press and must rely on daily 
newspaper for all their infor- 
mation, were jolted out of their 
complacency by this article. 
They, as well as our non- 
Jewish friends, were made 
conscious of the plight of our 
innocent people. They were 
awakened from their lethargy 
and made to realize the gross 
brutality which is being meted 
out abroad today. From this 
point of view, the effects of 
the article are gratifying. 
However, there is one as- 
pect of the article with which 
I must take issue. The author 


‘has made a dangerous assump- 


tion. He describes the post- 
war peace conference, at which 
representatives from “all the 
victims of the German adven- 
ture will be there to pass 
sentence—all but one: the 
Jew.” Mr. Hecht arrived at 
this conclusion by asserting 
that “the Jews have only one 
unity—that of the target.” 
They are not a race, a people, 
or a nation, he says, and there- 
fore will have no one to rep- 
resent them at the judgment 
table. He further states that 
“there will not be enough 
Jews left in Europe to profit 
by representation were it given 
them.” Both of these state- 
ments are subject to challenge. 

We must realize that al- 
though anti-Semitism is an ex- 
ternal force which unites the 
Jew, it is not the only means. 
There are many internal fac- 
tors such as religion, language 
and philanthropic endeavors. 
As Israel Zangwill put it, “The 
Jewish race was cemented not 
only by persecution, but by 
common beliefs, common cere- 
monies, customs of food 
and drink, common supersti- 
tions, even a common language, 
Hebrew, in the synagogue, and 
a Saturday Sabbath. Whereso- 
ever the Jew might wander, 
there he would find his kins- 
men, one with him in a hund- 
red subtle ways.” To say, then, 
that anti-Semitism is our only 
common tie is gross misrepre- 
sentation. . 

The second assertion of the 
author is likewise unwarrant- 
ed. Even if there will not be 
many Jews left in Europe after 
the war, would that justify an 
attitude that no Jewish rep- 
resentation is needed or would 
not be beneficial? Would not 
justice require, on the contrary, 
that the voice of Israel be heard 
demanding retribution for the 
myriads of our martyred he- 
roes, and assurance of a bet-
